BAKED BEANS.—Few people know the 


luxury of baked beans, simply because few 
cooks properly prepare them. Beans, gen- 
erally, are not, cooked half long enough.— 
This is our method: Two quarts of mid- 
dling sized white beans, two pounds of salt 
pork, and one spoonful of molasses. Pick 
the beans over carefully, wash, and add a 
gallon of boiling hot soft water; let them 
soak in it over night; in the morning put 
them in fresh water and boil gently till the 
skin is very tender, about to break, adding 
a teaspoon fill of salcratus. Take them up 
dry, and put them in your dish, stir in the 
molasses, gash the pot k, and put it down in 
the dish, so as to have the beans cover all 
but the upper surface; turn in boiling wa- 
ter till the top is just covered; bakc*with 
a steady fire four or five hours.

them and add more water from time to time 
as it dries away. [The foregoing is a first 
rate receipt. Those who don't like the idea 
of the molasses, may omit it, though it adds

A few facts culled from this document

from the ordinary sources ef expenditure to 
meet the payment of Treasury noccs past 
clue, and the interest thereon; and, finally, 
that the early action of Congress will bo re- 
quired to enable the Department to carry 
on the operations of the Government, aud at 
the same time preserve the public credit1 
unimpaired.
